teaching profession admit that in ma- 
ny eases the pupils in Grades one and 
tulo are wasting, and) worse | than 
wasting, a large part of the time 
spent in school, I. am speaking — af 
schools which have no equipement for 
mantial, training in those grades. A 
moment's retléction will show that 
the teacher, whd, in addition to teach 
ing perhaps twenty lessors a day, has 
to supervise aS many Seat assignment 
has very little time to give to any 
one class. If¢ach of the two lower 
grades get three-quarters, of an hour 
each day they may consider themsel-- 
ves fortunate. The rest of the time 
‘is spent in drawing, copying of let— 
ters and figures, and gazing about the 
schooiroom. The pupils powers of im 
itation, expression imagination, end 
action, are repressed and crushed and 
he suffers aa irreparable wrong. These 
are the heritage of | joynus childhood 
and if not exercised and encouraged 
they tend to slip aw;y, leaving unddoe 
their work both of making childhood 
happy and joyous and preparing the 
way forthe next stage of: develop- 
ment. If anyone iz inclined to take
